Tho declslon of the Powml of Appraisers of Lhe
port of New York that diamonds, out or uncul,
were to come in free of duty, has cansed n great
Mutter among the dlamond importers and the
big Jewellers, and A great mony ersond who
by idinmonds mny bo expacting that from this
time of dlamonds will b clivapenesd,  These
porsons il better ot walt to herin buying, for
it appears that the declsion of thie Board of Ap-
praincrn was made upon n pure tedhnioality,
and that this is likely to be correeted In sliors
order either through an appeal to the United
Btnles Couets or directly to Congrons,

Thie controversy aad thedoclsion came about
inthisaway: For many years dismomds, wlien
eut, had heen nubject to- a duty of 10 per cent,
sl valorem, and tncut diamonds cama in froe,
That dinmonds might ennily have Leen made to
Year morediuty was admitted, except for the one
renson thnt thev are so oasy to mmtggle; No
one hind made a serlous attempt to changs the
tarlff regulntions regnrding dinmonds until the
Wilson bil's provisions came up for discussion,
When dinmonds were moentioned the sockless
Papulisis rose, and, with awful voices, called
for more duty upon these playthings of the rich.
The few diamond entters who were In the cotin.
try were already in Waslilngton to sek forals
per cont. duty onent dismonds.

* Make it 26 per cent. on cut diamonds and 10
per cont. on uneut ones,” snld the Populists, and
this was done In splte of the protests of every
one eonneeted with the dimmwond trade, cutters
Ineluded.
